Selected as you are from the great body of the 
people, for your integrity your patriotism and your 
wisdom, chosen for our Lawgivers, & the sworn gardiens 
of our liberty & our hapinefs, it is to you with im- 
plicit confidence we appeal to exercise those rights 
which the constitution has vested in you to remove the 
evils that afflict us & to restore to us once more oure 
prosperity & our peace 


Gethered from every part of the State, to you must 
be fully manifest, the various troubles, the multiplied 
& increasing difficulties of these peculier and alarming 
times to relate our sufferings therefore, would not be 
to inform you, it would be mearly a detail & repetition 
of private & individual distrefs. 


From the adoption of the Constitution of the United 
states to this time, we have invariably approved, admired 
& adhered to it, from the days of Washington, through 
each succeeding administration, we have regarded it as the 
strong bulwork of civil liberty, the>great national ram- 
part against foreing foes, to the laws we have paid im- 
pliciet and uniform obedience, and it is our firm & un- 
deviating intention still to obey them 


The preservation of the Constitution we consider of 
the highest importance,as it regards our freedom & 
hapinefs & it is our fixed determination to support, as 
far as in us lis the Union of the states 


Confiding as we have, in the members of the present 
administration & beleving their acts & doings, as guided 
by their wishes for the welfare of our common country, 
we have borne with fortitude the measure that has 
peculierly distrefsed us. With them we wished that benefits 
might proceed from their experiment, & were willing to 
suffer temporary evil, that should redound to our lasting 
good, But after twelve months long & painful experience 
of this new & singuler pollicy, after foregoing all 
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foreing intercourse, & suffering many & grevious restrictions 
in our coasting trade, after seeing our property perishing 

on our hands, our debts increasing & our means to discharge 
them almost hopelefs, we are fully, Compleatiy & thoroughly 
satisfied that it is a policy not dictated by wisdom, that 

it is a path of experiment leading strait onward to poverty 
& ruin. 


The afsurance that Congrefs would, at the Commencement 
of the present sefsion immediately remove the Embargo was 
the inducement to bear with firmnefs a privation that we 
could not but depriicate and in consequence of this afsurance, 
we with others, had loaded our Vefsels, waiting each ensuing 
day, to be greeted with the joyful tidings that the embargo 
was removed, & we might take advantage of the first favouring 
breeze, we did waite - & if not patiently, at least with 
submition. And what has been sent us to gratify this longing 
expectation - We asked for bread, & we received a stone. = 
instead of leave to pursue our coasting trade in peace, in- 
stead of a removal of the Embargo ,we have imposed on us, 
under colour of law, an act the most arbitary & opprefsive 
in its operation & unlimited in its duration - an act which 
makes the previous loding our vefsels a crime which requires 
bonds enormous in their penalties, which confounds the in- 
nocent with the guilty which converts intentions into overt 
makes mear suspition a cause of seizure, puts all proof on 
the Defendant, subjects them to heavy costs tho cleared, 
obstructs the freedom of conveyance, destroys the coasting 
trade, takes away in some instances the right of trial by 
jury, & in evry case puts it in the power of one man, by 
secret & arbitrary instructions to controule the general 
laws of the land - And if, as forseeing this was too much 
for poor Isacher to bear, they have determined to raise 
50,000 volunteers in addition to the presant standing army 
apparently to enforce its obedience at the point of the 
bayonet. 


It is a law of our Country and therefore we will obey 
it and tho we regard it as unconstitutional, yet we love too 
sincearly the Union of this our hitherto happy country to 
advise to individual resistance, But considering it a law 
ill contrived as fraught with danger to our peace & as de- 
structive of our domestick trade, we will use evry lawful 
method to obtain its repeal. 


As the immediate guardiens of our natural rights we 
therefore pray, that you will take into your consideration 
the deep distrefs we suffer, and that in your wisdom, you 
will devise such means as will remove the hevy prefsure, 
without committing the peace of the state or endangering 
the safety of the Union. 
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The petitioning to Congrefs, or any Course you may pur- 
sue, we have no doubt will be followed by the other New 
England States and when New England raises her united Voice 
we have the most entire confidence that the eruel and ar- 
bitrary laws which opprefs us will be repealed - 


For this hoped for event, the harmony of the United 
States will be restored, returning trade will enliven our 
streets, our ships will again whiten the ocean, the produce 
of all Nations will once more flow in plenty to our Shores, 
the smiles of prosperity will revisit our faces, & the 
happinefs of our beloved Country will a second time be 
proverbial among men.

velution, which achieved our Independance but our heads 
are now hoary & our Limbs enervated by time; our young 
men have heard what their Farthers have told them con- 
cerning these Days of old, thes former years of Visitation; 
the most of us look back with Pleasure on the prosperous 
years that succeeded the adoption of our federal Consti- 
tution and ask why is our Gold become dim, why are those 
happy, thrice happy times, changed, we see no Sufficient 
reason for it, the great Beligerents of Europe ever 
cordialy hated each other, their trade & their Delight is 
in war & when they get engaged there in, The Smaller States 
& kingdoms are obliged to give way in smaller matters; The 
Emperor of France at this time making monstrous strides over 
the Continent of Europe, we view with horror & regreat the 
fate of Holland reduced to a Province of France, as well as 
the other Republicks on the Continent of Europe. Nay 
severall of the Kingdoms of Europe are obliged to bow to 
this mighty Emperor - we see him sheding the blood of millions 
to give Supremacy over Spain and Portugal, we view Great 
Britain as fighting at this Time for her very Existance if
